DO NOT REALIZE 
SERIOUSNESS OF 
WORLD-WIDE WAR 


Pass the Food Control Bill. 


While some congressmen are still standing in opposition to 


the food control bill there is evidence that the great majority 
of the people ;tre in favor of the legislation proposed lo pro- 
tect them against (he extortions of the speculators in food- 
slnfi's to which they .have been subjected for many weary 
months. The men who have been fattening off the necessi- 
ties of the people will never desist from their evil course until 


• forced (o do so by the.sfron'g arm of the law, and it is this 
which leads the president and the people who understand the" 
situation to demand the enactment of _a measure that will af- 
ford relief and protection. 


The president calls attention fo one important fact, which 


is that the food control bill is not designed to place the people 
on rations or to prescribe what they shall eat or the quantity 
thereof, but to control the speculators who willseek to make 
inordinate profits from the handling of food products, as they 
have been doing in the past. 


This is a fact thai every-one should bear in mind in order 


lo avoid confusion. There are many who feel that this bill is 
an imitation of whaj has been attempted in some "foreign 
countries by way of regulating the food supplies, whereas it is 
nothing of the sort. 
It is very far from being a measure to 


place the people of this country on rations. 
. This paper has contended all along that the exorbitant 
prices of,food commodities were not due to actual shortage, 
but to manipulation and speculation, and evidence supporting 
this view is frequently coming lo light. 
We recently men- 


tioned the discovery by government agents of fifteen 
car 


loads of potatoes rolling on a sidetrack 'near Chicago, and 
equally exasperating reports come from Maine, where it is 
said a man was recently found destroying a large quantity of. 
potatoes! When asked why he.was doing it he answered that 
lie sold them long ago and got his money, but a condition vof 
the sale was lhal he should keep them till a certain dale unless 
called for before, and (hen destroy them. 
A Massachu- 


setts grocer a few days ago bought some potatoes from Prince 
JJdward's Island at a price of more than $3 a bushel. ;ln one 
of:(he bags he found a card from Ihc grower saying lhal he 
received JM.12J/S a bushel for them in April: 


This is what needs to be slopped, and niu'st be stopped if 


the people are not to be robbed in the future as they have been 
in Hie past. 


President Wilson proposes to stop it, and in the effort he 


should have the support of every member of Congress, as h 
already has the support of Ihe vast majority of the people o 
the counto', who realize that not all of their foes are unde 
the command of the kaiser.

Norway Reaps Her Sowing

Norway Is sending to this country 


commissioners who will ash for ex- 
ports of wheat, corn and oats. In the 
meantime Germany 
Is sinking her 


ships and killing her sailors. On the

the destruction of five Norwegian 


vessels was reported. Only four of the 
men on one of them .^urvived the Ger- 
man gunfire, nnd the lives of all on 
another were taken. In Jlny forty-ulna 
of Norway's ships wore senl to tho 
bottom and sho hn.s lost 281 since tho 
drat day of January. When tho sub- 
marines were engaged In this foul work 
n'ell-ltnown men in Norway were ex- 
porting to Germany the nickel used in 
making the torpedoes by which ships 
were sunk. They had been doing this 
for two years, and their suicidal export 
trade has hecn n subject of discussion 
lu Norwegian newspapers. 


The attitude of N'orwny's Clovcrn- 


inent Is extraordinary. Commissioners 
coming here to represent It In nego- 
tiations for food will not find It easy 
to prove that thoy deserve any con- 
sideration. They can get no grain from 
Canada. They should have none that la 
produced In the United States, .TO long 
as Norway falls to resent Germany's 
altncks upon her merchant iniu-lnc.For 
a loiiB time she hns been the victim of 
n one-sided war. If she had shown evi- 
dence of mniiliness and decent self-re- 
spect, itml had become n war ally of 
her friends hero nnd In Europe, she 
might reasonably ask for a part of tho 
food we can spnio.
